NAZIS REPORT OCCUPATION 
OF ISLAND OF ELBA, WHERE 
NAPOLEON LIVED IN EXILE 


LONDON, Sept. 18 (AP). 


HE German high command 

announced today that Ger- 

man troops had occupied the 
island of Elba, Napoleon's place 
of exile, between Italy and Cor- 
sica, 

Elba, about 120 miles north- 
west of Rome, is within eight 
miles of the Italian coastline, 
and 32 miles east of northern 
Corsica. 

The Italian garrison of 7000 
men on Elba “capitulated un- 
conditionally and was dis- 
armed,” said the communique 
broadcast from Berlin. 


OVERDUE HURRICANE LIKELY 
TO HIT TEXAS COAST TODAY 


Winds May Reach as Far East as 
New — 100-Mile-an-Hour 
Gusts Predicted. 


NEW ORLEANS, Sept. 18 (AP). 
—A severe tropical hurricane, ac- 
companied by winds up to 100 
miles an hour, hovered in the 
Gulf of Mexico today, 130 miles 
east of Corpus Christi, Tex., and 
the Weather Bureau said indica- 
tions were it would move inland 
sometime during the afternoon. 
The bureau said the disturbance 
probably would cross the coast in 
the Freeport-Galveston, Tex., area, 
and would cause strong winds as 
far east as New Orleans and west 
to Aransas Pass, Tex. 

Residents along the Texas and 
Southwest Louisiana coasts were 
warned to maintain every pre- 
caution and were told that the 
slow movement of the disturbance 
did not imply any decrease in 
intensity.

Hitler’s Forces Abandon 
Large Stores of Mate- 
rial—Bryansk’s Capture 
Paves Way for Thrust 
at Smolensk. 


LONDON, Sept. 18 (AP).—Soviet 
troops storming toward Kiey cap- 


tured more than 230 hamlets and 
villages in an advance of 10 to 12 
miles, cutting the Poltava-Kiev 
railway 50 miles northwest of Pol- 
tava, Moscow announced today. 

Another advance carried the Rus- 
sians to within six miles of Cher- 
nigov, important railway town 
north of Kiev. 

The communique also announced 
the capture of Pavlograd, 37 miles 
east of Dnieperopetrovsk in the 
South Ukraine. 


MOSCOW, Sept. 18 (AP).—Adolf

The Germans’ vital Dnieper 
River defense line to the west was 
in immediate danger at three main 
points. Before Kiev, Russian ad- 
vance columns had driven a wedge 
to within 50 miles of the river, 
while far to the south another 
Soviet spearhead had captured the 
Sea of Azov port of Ossipenko 
(Berdyansk) and smashed to a 
point 35 miles from the lower 
reaches of the river. Between these 
two thrusts, a third Red Army 
force was aiming at Pavlograd, 40 
miles from the Dnieper bend. 
The Russians were throwing pro- 
digious strength against the war- 
weary enemy. For two months 
they have been blasting the Ger- 
mans from key strongholds, To- 
day they were racing ahead to 
beat the autumn rains which would 
turn the Ukrainian plains into a 
morass. That they were succeed- 
ing was evidenced by the jubilant 
tone of the Soviet command, which 
asserted: 

“All attempts of the Hitlerites 
to hold on whatever lines they 
occupy are unsuccessful. Under 
the blows of our tankmen, infantry 
and artillerymen, the enemy is 
forced to abandon one position 
after another and at the same time 
is sustaining heavy losses in man 
power and equipment.” 

Capture of the railway center of 
Bryansk on the central front yes- 
terday paved the way for a thrust 
at Smolensk to the northwest, fall 
of which would givesthe Soviets a 
base ‘for twin thrusts at Vitebsk 
and Minsk, White Russia gateways 
to Poland.

Air Power Big Factor.

In the morning hours Thursday 
before it fell, Liberators and 
Mitchells dumped 43 tons of bombs 
on the remaining points of resist- 
ance. Wednesday and Thursday 
more than 100,000 rounds of ma- 
chine-gun fire were directed at the 
enemy by raiding planes, and Aus- 
tralian forces met slight resistance 
in capturing the town, finding only 
a few stragglers in the ruins. to

A spokesman for MacArthur said 
1800 tons of bombs were dropped 
on the now captured air bases of 
Lae and Salamaua—1000 tons in 
August alone—during a campaign 
against a Japanese army estimated 
at one time to have totaled 20,000 
men. How many of these died re- 
mains to be computed, the last 
estimate by an Allied General of 
6000 having been made midway in 
the operations,

Drive Started in January. 

Although the actual fall of Lae 
was accomplished with & swiftness 
which contrasted with other cam- 
paigns in the Southwest's jungle 
theater of war, Gen, MacArthur’s 
spokesman saig the campaign for 
that base really began last January 
and purposely was directed at 
Salamaua, 18 miles to the south- 
east, fooling the enemy into think- 
ing the main drive would be there.

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN

Allied Naval forces have seized two

a new phase of the battle for 
Italy. 

The battle for the Salerno beach- 
head has virtually ended, with the 
Germans retreating from the south 
there and the Allies spearing in- 
land 11 miles. 

A special Allied headquarters 
communique announced that the 
large island of Ischia—Ape’s Is- 
land—16 miles southwest of Na- 
ples, surrendered Thursday. The 
small, neighboring island of Pro- 
cida to the east fell into Allied 
hands Wednesday. Ponza, an is- 
land 65 miles west of Naples, also 
was seized Wednesday. 

“Ischia ‘has an area of about 2% 
miles, and is only seven miles from 
the nearest mainland coast. A - 
garrison is being installed there. 

Ischia and Procida are off the 
northern arm of the Bay of Na- 
ples. The Allies already had taken 
possession of Capri, the island off 
the southern spur of the bay. 

. Allied Forces Joined. 

On land, in position for a drive 
on Naples, the American Fifth 
Army and the British Eighth 
Army have joined forces in the 
Salerno area south of Naples and 
“are virtually acting as one army,” 
a headquarters officer said. 

There still was heavy fighting 
near Salerno, but the beachhead 
was rapidly. expanding into one 
solid front as the Germans swung 
their southern flank northward to- 
ward central Italy to avoid being 
caught in pincers between the 
Eighth and Fifth Armies. 

(The United Nations radio at 
Algiers reported that German 
forces were withdrawing from 
both ends of the Salerno beach- 
head, although fighting strong 
rearguard actions.) 

The Germans were retreating as 
early as Thursday. A dispatch 
from Relman Morin, Associated 
Press correspondent in the field, 
on that date said the Nazi army 
had begun a slow, orderly and 
fighting retreat from the ground 
opposite the main American beach- 
head.

Guerrillas were said to be con- 
centrated in large numbers at 
Susak, just across the bridge from 
Fiume, Heavy fighting was re- 
ported in progress at Ogulin, north 
of Split, and at Knin, with the 
patriot forces struggling to expand 
their territory in Dalmatia. 

Around Split the conflict had 
reached such proportions, the 
Yugoslav Ministry of Information 
said, that the Nazis were using 
dive bombers in an attempt to dis- 
lodge the guerrillas from the sea- 
port and the adjacent city of Solin. 

Protest by Archbishop. 

The bombings brought protests 
from Croat Archbishop Klement 
Bonifacci, who said the Yugoslav 
troops had pushed on through 
Split and only women and children 
were now left as targets for the 
bombers. 

The Stockholm newspaper Afton- 
tidningen said Russian guerrilla 
officers had arrived in Yugoslavia 
to assist in operations there and 
that they were accompanied by po- 
litical officers who were to seek 
“co-ordination” with British com- 
manders. The article added that 
the Allies have succeeded in unit- 
ing Gen. Draha Mihailovich and 
Gen. Josip Tito, leaders of rival 
guerrilla forces, on tactical ques- 
tions. . 

The Berlin radio indicated that 
the Nazis were preparing for a 
spread of anti-German activity in 
Albania. Admitting that the Al- 
banians are “without exception, 
anti-German,” the broadcast said 
that Nazi troops had occupied “all 
strategically important installa- 
tions and key points... to prevent 
any hostile action.” 

Italians Reported Disarmed. 

The Germans also were taking 
no chances that soldiers of their 
former ally, Italy, might enter the 
liberation campaign on the side 
of the Yugoslavs. A Berlin broad- 

said Nazi troops had dis- 
armed 20,000 Italians in an un- 
identified Adriatic port and cap- 
tured five Italian vessels which 
sought to escape to the Allies. 

One German broadcast reported 
that an Italian Gen. Amico, com- 
mander in Southern Dalmatia, had 
been shot by the Fascists. 
, The Nazis said one of the five 

intercepted Italian vessels, a de- 
stroyer, contained the personal 
luggage of Prince Ferdinand, Duke 
of Genoa and second cousin of 
King Vittorio Emanuele. The 
whereabouts of the Duke, identi- 
fied as commander in, chief of 
the Italian Navy in the Adriatic 
Sea, was not mentioned. | 

A Zurich dispatch to Stockholm 
gave some evidence that German 
troubles in the Adriatic were not 
confined to clashes with guerrillas 
and the threat of sullen Italians. 
It said German Maj, Gen. Brauner, 
commander of the port city of 
Pola, had been cited for court 
martial and that Nazi officials are 
investigating the activity of high 
German air force officials in the 
Adriatic Sea.

Nazis Missed Tip on Armistice

Germans Confused, Replaced Diplomatic Per- 
sonnel in Rome With Others Who Had 
No Contact With Italians.

AT AN ADVANCED ALLIED

TERRANIAN AREA, Sept. 18.— 
Benito Mussolini is a ery sick 
man, completely discredited in the 
eyes of his countrymen, it was 
said today by Italians who at the 


same time revealed the complete 
story of the former dictator’s over- 
throw and arrest. 
“Mussolini is more of a liability 
than an asset,” asserted Italians 
who have reached North Africa. 
“Even the Fascists renounced 
him. The Germans are welcome 
to him but we doubt if he will be 
of much use to them.” 
Gestapo and German military 
were 
led on a merry wild goose chase 
in their efforts to find.Mussolini 
after he was arrested on the 
streets of Rome on the evening 
of July 25 and forced, despite his 
protests, into an ambulance with 
frosted glass windows in which he 
was spirited to a safe hiding place. 
His Reactions Violent. 
Mussolini was made fairly com- 
fortable in his place of captivity 
but during the first few days his 
reactions were said to have been 
violent at times. Gradually, how- 
ever, he began to adjust himself 
to the situation and his emotional 
outbursts became fewer, although 
his attitude never became one of 
philosophical] resignation. 
The former Duce asked for writ- 
ing materials and spent most of his 
time writing a long defense of 
Fascism and his own-actions. 
Mussolini, suffering from stom- 
ach trouble, is very thin and 
drawn. 
Some days after Mussolini’s ar- 
rest his girl friend was taken into 
custody at the luxurious villa he 
had given her since he began keep- 
ing her about a year ago. She was 
released after a few hours follow- 
ing a search of the villa for docu- 
ments and questioning. 
- As soon as the Germans recov- 
ered from the shock of Musso- 
lini’s disappearance, the Italian 
refugees said, the Nazis began a 
frantic hunt, using threats, wiles 
and bribery in an unsuccessful ef- 
fort to find him. Adolf Hitler 


himself even took a hand in the 
chase. 
The Fuehrer sent a high ranking 
officer to Rome with a book and a 
message for Mussolini. The book 
was by Nietzsche and carried an 
inscription praising Mussolini for 
having followed Nietzsche's phil- 
osphy to “live dangerously.” 
Hitler’s emissary insisted to of- 
ficials of the Badoglio Government 
that he had to see Mussolini per- 
sonally and that Hitler so de- 
manded. The Italians temporized, 
apologized and said that they were 
sorry, that it was impossible as 
they themselves did not know his 
whereabouts but if the Germans 
cared to leave the book and mes- 
sage they would try to make de- 
livery. 
At the time, the Germans were 
greatly confused by the develop- 
ments in Italy.. Their reinforce- 
ments had not yet been brought 
in and they hesitated to apply too 
much pressure. So Hitler’s envoy 
departed without carrying out his 
mission, 

Costly German Blunder. 
The Germans were so worried 
they even distrusted their own 
diplomatic personnel in Rome and 
hurriedly replaced embassy offi- 
cials with others who had no con- 
tact with the Italians. 
As it turned out, this’ was a 
costly mistake since the new Ger- 
mans were lacking in access to 
Italian high quarters and on orders 
from Berlin were not fraternizing 
with the Italians and so failed to 
get- information when armistice ne- 
gotiations opened and weve com- 
pletely in the dark about the Ba- 
doglio Government’s plans. 
As soon as feasible Badoglio’s 
Government opened armistice ne- 
gotiations which were successfully 
concluded Sept. 3. 
The situation In Italy today is 
that Italy is an occupied country, 
partly by the Germans and part- 
ly by us. There is no civil gov- 
ernment as far as is known be- 
hind the German lines. We rec- 
ognize Marshal Badoglio. as the 
head of the Government fully com- 
petent to carry out negotiations 
which are now in progress for the 
economic, financial and political 
phases of the armistice. 
Badoglio succeeded in fleeing 
through the German lines around 
Rome and now is said to be in 
Italy behind our lines.

Montlucon Fires Still Burning.

the Treasury Henry Morgenthau 
Jr. said in addressing a rally of 
700 workers in the Third War 
Loan drive at Hotel Chase last 
night. The rally was sponsored 
by the Chamber of Commerce and 
the Missouri War Finance Com- 
mittee, and the secretary’s address 
was broadcast nationally over the 
Blue Network. 

“Total War Bond sales reported 
to Washington up to this time 
have passed the nine and one-half 
billion dollar mark in the drive for 
15 billion dollars,” Morgenthau 
told the meeting. 

“Do you hear that, Germany? 
Do you hear that, Japan? The 
American people, of their own 
free will, have turned over to the 
Government in nine days a total 
of more than nine and one-half 
billion dollars, or an average of 
one billion dollars a day.” . 

Fantastic Propaganda. 

He warned, however, that “a de- 
featist attitude toward the Third 
War Loan drive is being aided 
and abetted by enemy propagand- 
ists.” 

“They are passing the word 
around that subscriptions are fall- 
ing behind, that the Government 
will never refund the money you 
put into bonds, and even—and this 
is the most fantastic rumor of 
World War II—that the war will 
last only as long as people con- 
tinue to buy bonds,” he said. 
“There is not a vestige of truth in 
any of them. 

“They are all desperate attempts 
on the part of the Axis to make 
the Third War Loan fail at any 
cost. 

“When I think of the men dying 
at Salerno, I wonder if it is really 
a sacrifice to lend your money to 
the Government. I’m asking you 
to put an extra $100 into a bond 
that is a safer investment even 
than cash, because the number of 
every bond you own is registered 
in your name at the Treasury.”

Flyers’ Stories of War. 

Some new war stories were told 
by Capt. Bryan M. Lloyd, pilot of 
the Old Hell Cat, first bomber to

“When introduced to the 19- 
year-old gunner who had _ shot 
down his plane, the German re- 
marked: ‘You must have many, 
many victories to your credit. 
Please tell me about them.’ 

“Well,” drawled the American 
gunner. ‘I’ve shot one Arab, one 
jackass and you're the third.’” 

Capt. Henry A. Potter, crew 
member who'was navigator of Gen. 
Jimmy Doolittle’s plane in the his- 
toric raid on Tokyo, said that a 
number of barrage balloons were 
sighted by the Americans when 
their planes reached Tokyo. “But 
whenever one of our gunners pre- 
pared to fire at one of the balloons 
it would go up in smoke,” Capt. 
Potter remarked. “That happened 
several times. Then we discovered 
that the Japanese antiaircraft fire 
was destroying the balloons.”

ODAY we have had a message 
T trom President Roosevelt, our 
Commander in Chief. 

As he points out—and I quote— 
“We are in the midst of the Third 
War Loan drive seeking to ‘raise 
a sum unparalleled in history—15 
billion dollars. This is a dramatic 
example of the scale on which this 
war still has to be fought, and 
presents some idea of how difficult 
and costly the responsible leaders 
of this Government believe the war

I may say right here that I am 
not in the least frightened by this 
prospect. I am sure that we can 
get the money. Our national in- 
come, this year, will be nearly 150 
billion dollars. I am equally confi- 
dent that the American people will 
not balk at any cost—because they 
fully realize that, the more money 
we spend on equipment and ma- 
terial, the fewer lives will be lost

Confidence in People. 


It is to start meeting these huge 
war expenditures that we set up 
the enormous goal of 15 billion dol- 
lars—exclusive of banks—for this 
Third War Loan.

Witness Says Fire Set Off a .

NORFOLK, Va., Sept. 18 (AP).— 
A train of 24 depth charges touched 
off by fire, caused the tremendous 
explosion yesterday at the Nor- 
folk Naval Air Station that killed 
24 persons and injured 250, an eye- 
witness disclosed today. 

The witness, who declined to be 
quoted by name, was standing 100 
yards from the blast scene. He 
escaped injury by throwing himself 
flat. ‘ 
He said he saw a train of six 
trailer conveyances, hauled by a 
truck, moving toward a hangar. 
His attention was drawn to fire on 
one of the trailers, each of which 
was loaded with four depth charges. 
He said the driver disconnected the 
truck from the train and moved 
ahead, and a fire-engine raced up. 

As the witness hurled himself to 
the ground, the depth charges went 
off with a mighty blast, killing the 
fireman. 

The death toll would have been 
much higher if the explosion had 
occurred five minutes later, the 
witness said, as a long line of en- 
listed men would have been pass- 
ing the spot en route to mess. 

A woman employe at the air 
station said she saw men trucking 
bombs from the hangar toward 
planes on the field. 

She had heard a report that the 
bombs had their fuses inserted, 
the woman related. “This we knew 
was unusual,” she said, “but we 
thought nothing of it.- Later I 
noticed six trucks or racks com- 
ing out of the hangar, and I 
heard a seaman shout: ‘Look out, 
that last one is dragging.’ 

“As I turned I heard a terrific 
explosion,” the woman said. “The 
blast seemed to pick me up and 
pushed me through the door into 
another room and up against the 
wall, I rebounded and was thrown 
to the floor...” 

She added that “girls from our 
building rushed out just as the 
side crashed in and the roof 
crumbled like it was made of 
paper.”

Rowan Sent Down by ‘Un- 
derwater Explosion’ — 


Towing Vessel Also 


Lost in Pacific. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 18 (AP).— 
The landing of the Fifth Army at 
Salerno cost at least two United 
States warships. 

The 1500-ton destroyer Rowan 
went down as the result of an 


“underwater explosion” off the 
Italian coast last Saturday, two 
days after the Salerno beachhead 
was established, a Navy commu- 
nique disclosed last night. 

Enemy action caused the sink- 
ing of the 1450-ton tug Nauset in 
the Mediterranean Sept. 9, the day 
of the landing. 

The communique also announced 
the loss of the Navajo, sister-ship 
of the Nauset, from an “under- 
water explosion” in the South Pa- 
cific Sunday. 

The sinkings increased to 117 
the number of United States naval 
craft lost since the war started. 

No casualty réports have been 
received as yet from either the 
Rowan, which had a normal com- 
plement of 172, or the Navajo, 
which carried about 60 men, the 
Navy said. 

The fate of Commander Robert 
Stephens of the Rowan of Staten 
Island, N. Y. was not reported. 
The commander of the Nauset was 
Lieut. Joseph Orleck, whose wife 
lives at Norfolk, Va. He was re 
ported missing. The Navy had 
no immediate information of the 
commander of the Navajo. 

The Rowan was commissioned in 
the fall of 1939, the Navajo in 
1940, and the Nauset in March of 
this year.

Salerno, where Charlemagne fought, and the Sara- 
cens, Henry VI, and the Normans, is becoming now, 
for us, a symbol: of sorrow in our first great loss 
of American lives in this second of world wars; of 
pride in the epic valor of our men and of our wom- 
en who have gone into the red hell of battle with 
them; of new hope for a surer and swifter victory. 

We at home were not prepared for the high 
crisis of that beachhead. Perhaps Mr. Churchil)’s 
brilliant phrase, “the soft underbelly of the Axis,” 
was more brilliant than accurate; perhaps we had 
heard too much of the toughness of the French 
coast, too little of the toughness of the Italian; per- 
haps the ease of the Sicilian campaign, and of the 
Pantellerian conquest that preceded it, had given 
us a false sense of things to come. At any rate, 
Salerno broke upon the American public with chill- 
ing shock. 

For nine breathless days our people have watched 
and hoped. Now, it seems that the dauntless cour- 
age of Lt. Gen. Mark W. Clark’s Fifth Army is about 
to gain its reward. That greatest of all fighting 
organizations in the Mediterranean zone, pouring 
onto the once serene and beautiful, now bloody and 
fearful beach, has accomplished the almost incred- 
ible task of simply staying. Behind sand dunes, 
in the flat, vulnerable arena of an amphitheater of 
hills from which the Germans hurled mortar fire, 
faced with the heaviest Nazi tanks and the most 
fanatical Nazi troops, attacking defenders dug in on 


worst the Luttwatfe can still command—the inde- 
structible Fifth Army is still there. 

It is badly-needed good news that our men have 
consolidated their beachhead and have made ad- 
vances into the hills. It is good news that Gen. 
Bernard L. Montgomery's able Eighth Army, hav- 
ing pushed up from the east and thence across 
the peninsula, has made contact with the Fifth. 
It is good news that the Eighth, on the way, has 
captured the coastal town of Scalea, with an ex- 
cellent airfield which will reduce from 150 to 50 
miles the distance our planes, now based on Sicily, 
must fly to reach Salerno; that another fine airfield 
has been taken at Montecorvino, il air miles from 
Salerno, and that we have captured many fine bases 
along the Adriatic, whence our heaviest bombers 
can raid the Ploesti oil country of Rumania and 
other targets in captive Europe. 

» Best of all is the news today that German resis- 
tance is weakened, that the Luftwaffe has been in- 
visible now for two days, that apparently Salerno 
is ours, a smashing military victory. Lt. Gen. Clark 
turns his eyes to the great port of Naples, north- 
ward; and his strategic air force begins pounding 
away at communications, to prepare for an attack 
in force. 

We must hear bad news also. All the indications 
are that our losses in killed and wounded will be the 
heaviest so far sustained. The Fifth Army is re- 
ported to have something like 100,000 men or more 
engaged, about evenly divided between Americans 
and British. A Canadian observation officer who 
was at Dieppe, the one-day Commando raid in which 
the attackers lost 2717 killed or missing, or half 
of the total troops engaged, said Salerno was 
tougher. Secretary of the Treasury Morgenthau 
has warned that the cagualty lists will run 
high. President Roosevelt in his message to Con- 
gress yesterday spoke the same leaden words: 
“Casualties are heavy. ... severe losses of mén and 
materials.” A correspondent in the midst of the 
battle has termed it “a Gallipoli’’—one of the most 
costly Allied campaigns of the First World War— 
“without withdrawal.” 

Does anything about the Salerno campaign sound 
now as if we were attacking a “soft underbelly” of 
the enemy? It does not. At Salerno, we are whfp- 
ping the enemy on his own ground with all the ad- 
vantages of situation on his side and against the 
most terrible forces he can summon up. Salerno 
is Fortress Europe. Can it be doubted that an at- 
tacking force that can succeed at Salerno is a force 
that will hardly be defeated anywhere?

WAR JOBS AND EDUCATION. 

How acutely Me community ‘is concerned about 
that 10 per cent drop in St. Louis high school] en- 
rollment, and all that it signifies, can be gauged by 
the make-up of the round-table group that discussed 
the problem on Station KSD this week. 

Acting Superintendent Philip J. Hickey, making a ‘ 
back-to-school appeal, was backed by Mayor Kauf- 
mann; by Mrs. George H. Loehr, president of the 
Parent-Teachers’ Association; Joseph Clark, presi- 
dent of the AFL Central Trades and Labor Union, 
and E. W. Mentel, representing the St. Louis Cham- 
ber of Commerce. 

Thus, the case for return of the youthful work- 
ers to their schools is made by representatives of 
education, the city, the home,*labor and business. 

e services of these teen-agers in helping meet the 
wartime labor shortage during the vacation months 
is appreciated, but every speaker emphasized that 
their continuance in school was of greater impor- 
tance to the country’s future than their contribu- 
tions to industry. 

For the youngsters themselves, of course, there 
is a great temptation to give up school«and go after 
the relatively high wages now available to them. 
They should consider, however, that these are times 
of abnormal earning power which are not likely to 
continue; that more training will enhance their use- 
fulness, and hence their long-run economic position. 
‘The country as a whole and the students themselves 
should take the back-to-school plea seriously. 
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TO ENCOURAGE ELIMINATION OF SLUMS. 

The sorely needed face-lifting for St. Louis’ blight- 
ed areas got a good impetus last summer when the 
Legislature passed the urban redevelopment -bill giv- 
ing private corporations the right of eminent domain 
for modern rebuilding undertakings. 

But there was a fly in the ointment-—the enter- 
prise-discouraging provision of the State Conatitu- 
tion requiring that taxes shall be “uniform upon 
the same class of subjects within the territorial 
limits of the authority levying the tax.” Private 
capital would think twice before buijding up a run- 
down property with the probability that the im- 
provements would be assessed” heavily. 

A remedy, which merits consideration of the Con- 
stitutional Convention, has been suggested by Lon 
Hocker Jr., chairman of the City Plan Commissign. 
He has proposed amendment of the Missouri Con- 
stitution to authorize the City of St. Louis to classify 
property for taxation and so stabilize taxes on reno- 
vated property; that is, provide a guarantee that 
assessments on improvement undertakings would 
not be increased for a definite period of time. 

Such provisions have been made in other -states. 
Mr. Hocker points out that in New York, for ex- 
ample, the Urban Rehabilitation Act provides assur- 


ance to the investor that the assessed valuation 
for 26 years will not exceed the valuation at the 
time of condemnation of the property for improve- 
ment. 

In this way, a source of municipal revenue would 
not be eliminated as it would be on Federal or 
state-owned housing projects. In fact, the improve- 
ments would give added security for payment of 
taxes at the existing assessment rate, 

Mr. Hocker thinks that qualifications for assur- 
ance of tax stabilization, such as the amount of in- 
vestment required, types of buildings and areas of 
application, might be left to discretion of the munic- 
ipal government. Regardless of these details, the 
principle of the proposal is one which would be of 
great benefit to the future of St. Louis. 
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THE ARMY MUZZLES AN EDITOR. 

The War Department has done a very shabby thing 
in removing Maj. Hartzell Spence from the editor- 
ship of Yank, the Army weekly newspaper. 

Maj. Spence is a distinguished novelist, and he 
has evidently done an outstanding job in the edit- 
ing of Yank. Above all else, the quality that has 
made his editorship most worth while is the quality 
for which the War Department has now summarily 
fired him. ' 

Maj. Spence disagreed with Army bigwigs who 
held that the contents of the newspaper should be 
limited .to what the Army wants the soldiers to 
read. He held that Yank should print what the 
soldiers want to read, In other words, the issue 
was as simple as this: Is Yank the newspaper of 
the brass hats only, or is it the newspaper of the 
whole Army? Maj. Spence took his stand along with 
the Army of plain soldiers, and we admire and 
applaud him for it. 

His ‘stand to make Yank the newspaper of a 
democracy, not of an oligarchy; was, it seems, the 
underlying reason why he was removed. 

The immediate reason, according tothe reports, 
was that he had the temerity to criticise the Ameri- 
can Legion. Maj. Spence wrote that many ex- 
soldiers had joined the Legion “to apply pressure 
to get things done politically,” and, observing that 
there will come home from this war some 10 million 
men and women “capable of applying pressure,” he 
declared: 4 / 

Therefore, the veterans of this war must have 
the courage to apply pressure against the greedy 
and selfish elements both within and outside the 
armed forces. We must decide to weigh our 
every action not against the question, “What's 
in it for me?” .but against the question, “Will 
it serve the best interests of our country?” 

Since we have made that decision—and it must 

be made—then we can form our own organiza- 


tion or join an existing organization to many 
sure those interests are served. 


Maj. Spence’s words should be read by every 
American, and taken to heart. They are in the 
finest tradition of the Republic. Their publication is 
timely, even urgent. 

He has taken a courageous stand on a subject 
which must be very much in the minds and on the 
hearts of many, many readers of Yank. 
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A MATTER OF FORM. 

There are many secondary advantages to being 
chairman of the House Ways and Means Commit- 
tee, and then there is one big advantage. The big 
one is that, after having to send for an expert to 
make out your own “simplified” tax return, you 
can call your committee and put it to work simpli- 
fying the form, 

Chairman Doughton has done precisely that, and 
he is the envy of ordinary taxpayers who, in filling 
out the pay-as-you-go forms recently, have been 
moved to furrow their brows, chew their nails and 
pull out their hair. 

The new “simplified” form, intended to bring the 
paper work within the mental grasp of the many 
thousands of persons who now must pay income tax, 
is, as Time Magazine remarks, twice as hard as the 
form that preceded it, which everyone agreed was 
right up there with relativity. Chairman Dough- 
ton’s committee has a golden opportunity studded 
with diamonds, Anything it does to that form is 
bound to be an improvement, 
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STRANGE STATISTICS FROM MR. KNOX. 

When the Secretary of the Navy quotes statistics, 
the normal assumption would be that they are of- 
ficial figures, the most accurate that can be com- 
piled, released for the enlightenment of. the pub- 
lic. Not so, however, when Secretary Knox is talk- 
ing about Japan’s merchant shipping, as he was at 
his press conference the other day. 

The Secretary said that our naval forces, chiefly 
submarines, had destroyed one-third of the Japs’ 
merchant fleet since the Pacific war began. That’s 
fine, that’s good news, but how many tons of ship- 
ping does it mean? The people would like to 
know, in order to evaluate properly the achieve- 
ments of their naval fighters, and Mr. Knox is the 
man who has the statistics. 

But instead of giving out with the official tabu- 
lation, Mr. Knox asserted the Japs’ total of mer- 
chant ships was 7,618,891 tons—‘“figures,” according 
to the Associated Press dispatch, “which he said he 
could not officially confirm, but he said they had 
been widely published and frequently referred to.” 

So the Secretary of the Navy, in reporting to the 
people on a major aspect of the war at sea, uses a 
private estimate, which may be right on the nail 
or a few millions tons off, rather than the official 
figure which Naval Intelligence has laid on his desk. 
The Japs know what it means to lose a third. of 
their merchant tonnage; can’t the American public 
be let in on the secret, too? MHere’s another in- 
stance, and from the highest naval quarters, of cen- 
sorship being carried to an exasperating excess, 
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THE WORDSMITHS ARE BAFFLED. 

It is unfortunate that the German radio’s coinage 
of a new name for the Allied leaders, the “Churche- 
velts,” must go unchallenged, Yet there’s too much 
sandlot camedy in all possible retaliations for them 
to be adequate propaganda. Nothing but a sputter 
from a mouthful of popcorn comes out of “Fazis,” 
“Naziste” might be the baby talk of a pre-crash 
chorus girl. “Fuehrolinies” suggest scampish little 
folk in a children’s tale, and we're positive that 
“Hitomusses” are prehistoric mammals with frab- 
jous noses and hides like the tread on a prewar 
tire. There isn’t even anything to be done with 
“Gertaly” or “Itamany,” except to be penitent for 
having thought of them at all. | 

We've never been very good at putting names to 
our villains anyway—with the possible exception of 
Gat Garson and Mr, Coffee-Nerves.

A Letter to the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 


ITH reference to Joseph M. Darst's 
W articie appearing on the editorial page 

of the Wednesday Post-Dispatch: Ap- 
parently Mr, Darst has had a change of 
heart since 1933-41, during which time the 
City Jail was under his control as Director 
of Public Welfare. 


I agree with Mr. Darst that there is 
something wrong with practically all penal 
institutions, and I assure him that the 
correctible “wrongs” which existed during 
his administration have been corrected, 


Mr. Darst is not, and apparently never 
was, very familiar with the City Jail when 
he states that “it was built in 1924” and 
that “each tier has about 40 men” and 
“the women are kept in tiers on the sixth 
floor.” 


The facts are, the jail was built in 1913 
(according to the date on the cornerstone), 
the tiers for men have a capacity of 24, 
which has never been exceeded during my 
tenure of office, and the women are quar- 
tered in dormitories on the sixth floor. Each 
dormitory consists of a sleeping room ap- 
proximately 42 by 18 feet and a living room 
38 by 18 feet. The only bars are on the 
windows, 


10 Per Cent Cut in Cost, 


Mr. Darst further states that “St. Louis 
is spending $88,000 annually to support its 
City Jail.” He fails to state that the cost 
per prisoner per day under the present 
administration has been lowered approxi- 
mately 10 per cent and conditions have 
been improved. 


As to separation or classification, Mr. 
Darst should be well aware of the fact 
that this is practically impossible under 
the present conditions due to lack of 
personnel, limited space and length of 
confinement in the jail. During the last 
fiscal year, about 3000 prisoners were com- 
mitted and approximately the same number 
rdieased or transferred to other institu- 
tions.

receive is the name and the charge, and,

Mr. Darst is correct in his statement 
that “there is a special tier on the fifth 
floor for prisoners suffering from venereal 
disease.”

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7600 WARPLANES 
IN AUGUST, 200 
BEHIND SCHEDULE 


Announcement Will Be 
Made Soon — OWI- 
WPB in Dispute Over 
Stressing of Lag.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 18.— The 
War Production Board soon will 
announce that production of planes 
in August hit a record high of 
7600 but at the same time, on 
insistence of the Office of War 
Information, the release will make 
clear that this was 900 planes be- 
hind the schedule for that month. 

Behind the scenes there has been 
considerable argument over the 
form which this announcement 
should take. As first submitted to 
OWI by WPB, it was in the form 
of a paean of triumph, with the 
fact that the total did not meet 
the 
margin buried well down in the 
report. 

Elmer Davis insisted that the 
two facts were of co-equal im- 
portance. He argued that they\ 
should be given equal prominence 
in any statement that was made 
public and, according to latest re- 
ports, he has won out, although 
it is possible the final announce- 
ment will not state the exact num- 
ber of planes the program is be- 
hind schedule. 

Shows Basic Difficulty. 

This minor controversy over the 
release of facts on the plane pro- 
gram illustrates one of the basic 
difficulties in the war effort. Dis- 
cussing the alternating pessimism 
and optimism engendered from 
Washington, one shrewd observer 
put it this way: 

First they turn on the hot water 
faucet and then they turn on the 
cold water faucet; what they need 
is a tap that mixes the two to- 
gether in a temperate stream. 

President Roosevelt himself has, 
of course, always had difficulty in 
presenting unpleasant facts. He 
injected a note of considerable 
optimism over; production in his 
speech of yesterday despite the 
advice of certain of his associates 
who urged him to be as realistic 
as possible in appraising produc- 
tion figures. The President ac- 
knowledged that “we were wor- 
ried” by a reduction in the rate 
of increase in production in June 
and July. Then he went on to 
say: 

President's Report. 

“I am happy to report that the 
increase was resumed in August. 
In this month of September it is 
even better. 

“For example, during the two 
months of the recessof the Con- 
gress our factories produced ap- 
proximately 15,000 planes. There 
Was an especially important in- 
crease in the production of heavy 
bombers in August. I cannot reveal 
the exact figures on this. They 
would give the enemy needed in- 
formation—but no comfort. How- 
ever, the total airplane production 
is still not good enough. We seek 
not only to come up to the sched- 
ule but to surpass it.” 

Thus indirectly he disclosed that 
production was not up to schedule. 
Manpower shortages on the West 
Coast have been one of the princi- 
pal reasons why the schedules have 
not been met. 

The figure of 7600 planes is, of 
course, tremendously impressive. It 
is more planes than any country 
has ever made before in the same 
space of time. But inasmuch as it 
falls below schedule, by so much 
is the progress of the war retarded. 


‘PHONE WORKERS MEET HERE

It is affiliated with the 
National Federation of Telephone 
Workers.

Problems of the municipalities 
in prospect for consideration by 
the Constitutional Convention are 
likely to fall in the general cate- 
gory of how to free municipal 
authorities of some restraints and 
at the same time protect the citi- 
zens against excessive taxation. 
(As to the City of St. Louis and 
St. Louis County, there are special 
problems which will be dealt with 
in a subsequent article.) 


As in relation to many other 
subjects, the question of how much 
to put in the.Constitution. about 
the powers and functions of mu- 
nicipalities will encounter conflict- 
ing views. Those who favor a 
Constitution of the Federal type 
which lays down only a general 
framework of government, will say 
that most of the problems con- 
cerning municipalities such as tax 
limits and the organization of local 
government should be controlled 
by general laws enacted by the 
Legislature, 

There is a strong feeling, how- 
ever, among municipal authorities 
for inchusion in the Constitution 
of certain specific grants of power 
simply because of the prevalent 
distrust of the Legislature. 

League Studying Needs. 

The Missouri League of Munici- 
palities has undertaken a study 
of the needs of the cities and 
towns which should be laid before 
the convention. This organization, 
with membership representing 
about 150 communities, has estab- 
lished a special committee to 
gather information about subjects 
to be presented to the convention. 
Chairman of this committee is City 
Counselor William E. Kemp of 
Kansas City. 

The League’s executive direetor, 
Bruce J, Carl of Columbia, told the 
Post-Dispatch that more home rule 
is undoubtedly the greatest need 
of most municipalities. He thought 
this should be provided for in sat- 
isfactory degree by the Constitu- 
tion. 

Cities enjoying the widest scope 
of home rule in Missouri are St. 
Louis and Kansas City, which are 
governed under special charters 
permitted by the present Constitu- 
tion for cities of their size. 

As generally understood, home 
rule for smaller cities would per- 
mit the inhabitants to adopt by 
majority vote a charter defining 
the governmental organization and 
specifying its legislative and ad- 
ministrative powers. 


Burden to Smaller Cities. 


Carl pointed out that some pro- 
visions of the present Constitution 
are particularly burdensome to 
cities of the third and fourth 
Classes. (Cities and towns of 500 
to 3000 poulation are in the fourth 
class, and those of 3000 to 30,000 
are in the third class, except that 
some deviations from the group- 
ings are permitted by popular 
vote.) 

These third- and fourth-class 
cities, for instance, are required to 
have certain designated elective 
officers, in ‘addition to aldermen 
or councilmen. For  third-class 
cities these are mayor, police 
judge, attorney, marshal, assessor, 
collector and treasurer. In cities 
of the fourth class the required 
list is mayor, marshal and collec- 
tor. Also the fourth-class cities 


may elect an attorney, clerk, as- 


sessor, street commissioner and po- 
lice judge. 

Presumably adequate home rule 
would enable cities in these classes 
to decide for themselves the num- 
ber of municipal officers and how 
they should be chosen. This might 
provide for election of a small 
board of aldermen or councilmen 
and a mayor, and the appointment 
of such other officers as are 
needed, 


The marshal in such cities is ac- 
tually the chief of police. As an 
elective officer he is independent 
If he were ap- 
pointed by the mayor or the city 
board he could be removed for in- 
competence or failure to perform 
his duty. It is argued also that 
a more economical and more ef- 
ficient municipal government 
would be provided if other prin- 
cipal administrative officers were 
appointed and subject to removal. 
In the smaller cities a number of 
functions might be combined in 
one administrative office, for econ- 
omy and efficiency. 


Home Rule Elastic Term, 


“Home rule” as applied to cities 
is an elastic term. In cities hav- 
ing the largest measure of home 
rule, the administrative officers 
are rarely satisfied. For political 
purposes, or for greater freedom 
of action, they clamor for more 
home rule. 

It is impossible under state sov- 


of what is called “home rule.” 


ereignty for cities to have complete 
home rule, The power of the state 
is superior, and civil divisions of 
the state such as cities and towns 
have only those powers which are 
conferred on them by the people 
(the state), either through the 
Constitution or by act of the Legis- 
lature, 

Even where home rule is permit- 
ted, the municipality still is sub- 
ject to acts of the Legislature, and 
its local ordinances may not con- 
flict with general laws of the state 
applicable to all areas. If cities 
are to be protected in any respect 
against interference in their local 
affairs by the Legislature, such 
on must be in the Constitu- 
tion. 


Limits On Tax Rates. 


Whether or not the Constitution 
should retain the present limita- 
tion on rates of property taxes to 
be collected by cities is one of the 
questions for the convention. Al- 
ternatives are, (1) to give cities the 
home-rule power to fix their own 
rates; (2) to place this power in 
the hands of the Legislature; (3) 
to change the rates now in the 
Constitution or to include an elas- 
tic clause in that document. 


Maximum municipal rates now 
permitted by the Constitution, on 
each $100 of assessed valuation, 
are, for cities of 30,000 population 
and over, $1; for cities of 10,000 to 
30,000, 60 cents; for cities of 1000 
to 10,000, 50 cents; for cities and 
towns of less than 1000, 25 cents. 
As Executive Director Carl point- 
ed out, the services expected of 
cities when these rate limitations 
were imposed in 1875 were far less 
than are now demanded. The peo- 
ple today must have better streets 
for their automobiles, more effec- 
tive sanitation and other public 
health services, more adequate fire 
and police protection, greater facil- 
ities for recreation, and many oth- 
er services and facilities, including 
municipal airports, 

Various committees have found 
ways to overcome these restraints. 
Sometimes it is done by operating 
municipally owned public utilities, 
charging rates which yield profits 
on which the city treasury may 
draw. It is questionable whether 
this should be allowed. Many forms 
of license taxes have been devised 
to augment municipal revenues. 


Experience Is Discouraging. 


Some of the freedom sought by 
municipalities could be granted by 
the Legislature, but experience in 
Missouri has been discouraging in 
this respect. For instance, there 
is no clear-cut authority today, ex- 
cept in the case of larger cities, 
for the issuance of so-called reve- 
nue bonds for the construction or 
purchase of public utilities or other 
facilities for public service. Bonds 
of this type are payable as to 
principal and interest solely from 
the properties concerned and the 
revenues from them, and are not 
considered as coming within the 
ordinary bonding limitations of 
municipalities. 

Many efforts to have the legisla- 
ture clearly define the rights of 
all municipalities to issue revenye 
bonds have failed under the oppo- 
sition offered by the lobbyists for 
the private utility interests. Such 
authorization of the Constitution 
would remedy this defect. 


Reserves for Postwar Needs. 

Municipal finance needs consti- 
tutional treatment in another re- 
spect, Carl thinks. This is in the 
matter of accumulating a reserve 
for postwar development. Under 
present constitutional provisions, 
municipalities are not permitted to 
levy taxes in excess of current 
needs. With wartime restraints on 
construction, some municipalitiés 
have found that present tax rates 
will yield a surplus which they 
would like to salt away for use 
when the war is over. The legis- 
lature might have granted this au- 
thority, but when Carl prepared a 
bill to this effect he was not able 
to find a legislator who would in- 
troduce it at the last session.

Joseph, St. Louis, Sedalia, Spring- 
field, University City and Webster 
Groves. 


The urban population of Mis- 
souri, defined by the United States 
Census Bureau as that residing in 
cities of 2500 or more, in 1940 was 
51.8 per cent of the State’s total 
population, or more than half. 
There were 87 of these urban 
places having population of 1,960,- 
696 compared with population of 
1,823,968 for the rural area which 
includes many of the smaller cities 
and towns. Total population of the 
State was 3,784,664. 


The Constitution now provides 
that cities and towns shall be 
classified, in not more than four 
classes, by the Legislature, and 
that general laws shall be enacted 
prescribing the powers and func- 
tions of those in each class.

WEA HEAD RUNS

Gives Committee 3 Sug- 
gestions — Republican 
Proposes Price Increase 
Instead. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 18 (AP).— 
The Administration’s warnings of 
an impending crisis in milk pro- 
duction today set the stage for a 
new squabble in Congress over 
Government subsidies. 


War Food Administrator Marvin 
Jones asked Senate Banking and 
Agriculture Committee members 
yesterday to consider subsidy pro- 
posals to keep milk production at 
the required peak and promptly 
ran into the sort of subsidy criti- 
cism that enlivened last spring's 
sessions. 

The need for immediate action to 
provide dairy farmers with an in- 
crease of at least a cent a quart 
to cover higher feed and man 
power costs was not in dispute. 

Danaher Demands Action. 

Senator Danaher (Rep.), Con- 
necticut, a member of the Senate 
Banking Committee, which heard 
Jones ask for advice at an in- 
formal conference, demanded that 


decision immediately. Danaher 
said congressional opposition to 
subsidies was well known and little 
was to be gained by consulting 
with members. 

Jones said he was simply seek- 
ing suggestions, but asked con- 
sideration for one of three pro- 
posals: 

A flat one-cent a quart subsidy; 
a subsidy for higher-price milk 
areas and a price increase in 
other areas; or a subsidy to pro- 
ducers to cover increased feed 
costs since September, 1943. 

“There is another alternative,” 
Senator Willis (Rep.), Indiana, 
said, “and that is an increase in 
the price of milk.” 

Jones made it clear that this 
would run afoul of President 
Roosevelt’s avowed program to 
hold the retail price line. 

Wagner for Subsidies. 

Banking Committee Chairman 
Wagner (Dem.), New York, said 
he was ready to support any sub- 
sidy and would oppose any price 
increase. 

“A one-cent a quart price in- 
crease means a whole lot to the 
lower income groups,” he said. 

“I was astounded at Mr. Jones’s 
apparent lack of authority,” Dana- 
her said. “Milk is so essential to 
the American diet, especially to 
make up for deficiencies in meat, 
butter and other commodities, that 
the Administration already should 
have determined on a policy, 

“If the policy makers above Mr. 
Jones refuse a price increase and 
a subsidy will insure production, 
then I won’t shrink from a sub- 
sidy. But let us have action be- 
fore losses force slaughtering of 
herds it will require years to re- 
place,” 


RUBBER SUBSTITUTE OF PLASTIC 
SUITABLE FOR INNER TUBES 


BALTIMORE, Sept. 18 (AP).— 
Development of a plastic rubber 
substitute, made from non-strateg- 
ic materials, was announced yes- 
terday by the Glenn L. Martin Co., 
aircraft manufacturers. 

The elastic-plastic, which is made 
principally from coal, limestone, 
salt and water, was developed in 
the Martin Plastics Research Labo- 
ratories by two chemists—Clayton 
F. Ruebensaal and Earl H. Sorg, 
both of whom are in their mid- 
twenties. 

Glenn L. Martin, head of the com- 
pany, told newspaper men that the 
company had decided to announce 
the new material earlier than 
would have been done in peace 
because of the vital need for inner 
tubes and other rubber products 
which cannot be made satisfacto- 
rily from the synthetic rubbers so 
far developed, 

He said that the new material, 
which hag been named marvinol, 
is still in the experimental stage 
and may have uses that have not 
yet been tested.

To a very large extent the: wel-

How to adjust the wishes of the 
municipalities to the general wel- 
fare of the state will be one of 
the Constitutional Convention’s 
problems.

this protection was actually un- 
safe,” the broadcast continued. 

“Most Incredible Advanture.” 

Referring to events of July 25, 
Mussolini was quoted as saying: 

“In my-very adventurous life, 
the most incredible of all adven- 
tures happened. 

“My conversation with the King 
lasted 20 minutes or even less. It 
was impossible to arrive at an un- 
derstanding since he had already 
taken his decision. 

“The outbreak of crisis was im- 
pending. It happened in war and 
in peace that a Minister had to 
resign, that a general was killed. 

“I was taken from Rome to 
Ponza (island off Naples), and my 
suspicion became a certainty when 
I was taken to the island of La 
Maddalena (off Sardinia) and 
from there to Gran Sasso (in the 
Appenines northeast of Rome) ac- 
cording to a plan which provided 
for my being handed over to the 
enemy. 

“Although cut off from the 
world, I had a sure feeling that 
the Fuehrer would look after my 
person as a brother... .” 

Rescue by Nazis. 

Mussolini said a high official 
had informed him that he was a 
hostage but he swore that “the 
enemy would never get hold of me 
alive?’ 

Referring to hig rescue by the 
Germang at Gran Sasso, a moun- 
tain resort about 70 miles north- 
east of Rome, on Sept, 11, the de- 
posed dictator said: 

“It was about 14 o’clock (2 p. m.) 
when I saw the first parachutist 
coming down, who was followed by 
others who were resolved to break 
any resistance. My guards realized 
that and did not fire. 

“Everything happened within 
five minutes. The liberation, the 
whole enterprise, was an example 
of organization and resolution of 
the Germans which will live in his- 
tory. It will in the future become 
legendary.” 

That, Mussolini added, ended a 
chapter that might be called “my 
personal drama.” 

He said, however, that his per- 
sonal experience “was nothing com- 
pared with the terrible tragedy 
which democratic government 
caused to the Italian nation on 
July 25.” 

The program of the Badoglio 
Government after that date, he as- 
serted, “aimed at destroying the 
work of 20 years and at extinguish- 
ing 20 years of glory in order to 
eliminate the recollection of the 
creation of the empire and of rank 
such as the Fatherland never had 
before.” 


NAZIS SAY THEY BOMBED 
LINER CONTE DI SAVOIA 


NEW YORK, Sept. 18 (AP).— 
The 48-500-ton Italian liner Conte di 
Savoia, unreported since the Ger- 
mans occupied its home port of 
Genoa, was reported by the Berlin 
radio today to have been attacked 
by German planes on Sept. 12 out- 
side Venice. 

“The ocean liner Conte di Savoia, 
which had prepared to leave its 
anchorage outside Venice and sail 
for an unknown destination on 
Sept. 12 was prevented frora doing 
so owing to bombs dropped from 
German planes,” said the broad- 
cast.. It did not disclose whether 
the vessel was sunk. 

The Conte di Savoia, launched in 
1932 as a queen of ocean liners of 
that time, held the Atlantic cross- 
ing record in 1935,

War Stresses Need for Co-op- 
eration, Chairman Says at 
First Meeting. 


War has lent the gravest urg- 
ency to the long-standing need for 
closer racial co-operation. and it 
is to the credit of St. Louis to be 
among the first cities to approach 
the question realistically, Edwin 
B. Meissner, temporary chairman 
of the St. Louis Race Relations 
Committee, declared yesterday at 
the group’s first session in the 
Civil Courts Building. 

Fifty-four of the 75 white and 
Negro civic leaders appointed to 
the committee last week by Mayor 
Aloys P. Kaufmann attended. 

“The perilous days through 
which we are passing emphasize 
the need of the closest possible 
racial co-operation and harmony 
in our cities, the country at large 
and throughout the world,” Meiss- 
ner asserted. “The task is not 
easy. We may never be able to 
solve all our civic problems, but 
we can make a profound effort 
to improve conditions wherever 
necessary and so place St. Louis 
in an outstanding position in civic 
relations.” 

Meissner also announced he 
would appoint a committee of 11 
to draft suggested programs for 
the group, and offered suggestions 
of his own, including studies of liv- 
ing conditions, education, employ- 
ment and health and safety. 

Mayor Kaufmann, in a brief 
talk, called the racial question one 
which “shrieks'for solution,” and 
declared the committee had the 
city’s whole support in a program 
“worthy of the cause of human 
brotherhood and our community.”

The Nazis have apparently res- 
cued Mussolini from a Mediter- 
ranean island, which could be 
much more easily reached by the 
Anglo-American fleets than by 
German’ speedboats. We unmn— 
doubtedly have overwhelming air 
superiority and it was certainly 
more difficult for German para- 
chutists to land and abduct him, 
under the eyes of the carabinieri 
guarding him than it would have 
been for us. 

It should have been clear from 
the beginning that Hitler would at- 
tempt this. A few hours after the 
publication of Badoglio’s capitula- 
tion the German radio announced 
the formation of an Italian Fascist 
Government on German soil, “in 
the name of Benito Mussolini”’— 
an explicit implication that they 
would try to rescue him. 

Then Hitler made a speech, ex- 
culpating Mussolini and denounc- 
ing Badoglio and the House of 
Savoy. A great public discussion 
was under way concerning the 
whereabouts of Mussolini, for the 
ordinary man in the street knew 
there must be a contest between 
Hitler and the Allies over his per- 
son. 

But we did not act. Why not? 
Did we believe it did not matter? 
Did we believe that we had time? 
Dia we believe that a handful of 
carabinieri of doubtful loyalties 
would be sufficient security? 


* 9 
Insoluble Contradiction. 

F our authorities believed that 

what happened to Mussolini was 
not important, then our trouble 
lies just where I have suspected— 
namely in a total lack of human 
imagination on the part of the 
men directing our destinies. 

First of all, Mussolini is the 
epitome of Fascist legality. Pre- 
mier and Duce for 22 years, if 
there is any established Fascist 
legitimacy, he is it. 

Secondly, there is a myth about 
Mussolini—a popular myth—name- 
ly that he leads a charmed life. 
This myth of the charmed ‘life is 
associated with the myth of the 
charmed life of Fascism itself. Ac- 
cording to this myth, no matter 
what dangers and disasters it en- 
counters, it always wins in the end. 
Hitler has lived on this myth for 
years. 
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Now what is our situation? Italy 

is in the position of Yugoslavia. 


OR many weeks I have been trying to persuade myself that my 
misgivings regarding the political conduct of this war were exag- 
gerated. I hope and pray that they are. 


I wish nothing more 
. Nevertheless, my apprehensions 


battalions by the Germans. The 
Fascist militia is being recreated 
in the bulk of Italy held by the 
Germans, to police the country and 
fight on the side of the Nazis. 

Against these a guerilla warfare 
is. beginning, mostly in the indus- 
trial north, that is to say, by 
workers. 

But there is one great difference 
between Italy and Yugoslavia. Yu- 
goslavia is an ally, with clear hope 
of positive gains from our victory. 
And Italy is a nation which has 
unconditionally surrendered to us. 

Out of this situation arises an 
insoluble contradition. We have 
demanded two incompatible things: 
incompatible in human phychology. 
We have demanded that Italy ad- 
mit complete defeat, and that she 
then fight on our side. In other 
words we insist that we are Italy’s 
enemies, but they must be our 
allies. If anyone can explain that 
to a Rome taxicab driver, I’d like 
to hear the argument. 
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What Is to Be Done? 
W HAT is our side in Italy? We 

have to try to see things 
through the eyes of the Italian 
people and not through our own, 
if we want to get anywhere with 
them, as we obviously do. Our side 
in Italy is Marshal Badoglio, and 
the House of Savoy. Neither can 
possibly be rallying points for an 
anti-Fascist spirit. For the average 
Italian they belong to the same 
clique that brought Fascism into 
power, entered the war, lost, it, 
capitulated, and was unable to pre- 
vent Italy from becoming a battle 
ground, The average Italian there- 
fore, now that the war rages 
around him, has to choose between 
a defeated Fascism and an unde- 
feated Fascism. I submit that we 
can hope for nothing from that 
alternative. 
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We could have offered, and per- 
haps we still can offer, a third 
choice. We could offer the Italians 
a living, vital, undefeated, tri- 
umphant democracy, out to ex- 
tirpate the enemies of the people, 
open or veiled, throughout Europe, 
and erect on the ashes of Fas- 
cism’s defeat, a new Europe, with 
liberty and justice for all. We 
could have sent to Italy the day 
that Mussolini fell the acknowl- 
edged leader of anti-Fascist, dem- 
ocratic; renascent Italians: Count 
Carlo Sforza. Instead we send 
them a mediocre American politi- 
cian named Poletti. 

Something has got to be done 
and done immediately in answer to 
the rescue of Mussolini.

Officials Say He Bought 


More Morphine in Two 


Years Than St, Louis 
Hospitals Used.

The Federal grand jury, closing 
its term that began in March, re- 
turned 142 indictments yesterday, 
of which %2 were various viola- 
tions of the Selective Service Act, 
and 19 charged violations of liquor 
laws. Information on 18 of the 
cases was suppressed, 

One indictment charged Dr. Don- 
nell M. Pearson, a 72-year-old phy- 


‘sician of Louisiana, Mo., with ac- 
quiring narcotics for-the purpose 
of supplying addicts, and for fail- 
ure to keep adequate records of 
his dispensation of drugs. Fed- 
eral agents said the physician had 
bought more morphine in the last 
two years than was used by all 
St. Louis hospitals. 

The indictment charged Dr. 
Pearson with using official order 
forms to purchase 31,900 quarter 
grains of morphine tablets and 
200 quarter grains of codeine tab- 
‘Jets since September, 1941. Agents 
said the average country doctor 
would use only about 100 quarter 
grains of morphine in a normal 
year. 

Included among the 62 indict- 
ments charging Selective Service 
violations were true bills against 
nine members of the Jehovah's 
Witnesses sect, charged with fail- 
ure to report for induction or 
failure to report for physical ex- 
aminations when so instructed by 
their draft boards. 

Included in the indictments were 
charges against Tessie Marie Ro- 
dak, production worker at the St. 
Louis Ordnance plant, and her 
father, Adam A. Rodak, for har- 
boring an Army deserter, Aubre 
Lee Tucker Jr., in their home, 1313 
Warren street. . 

Hartzell William Lemons, who 
the Federal Bureau of Investiga- 
tion said procured about $15,000 
by cashing worthless checks in a 
dozen states during the past year, 
was indicted on charges of inter- 
state transportation of a check 
protector machine for use in forg- 
ing checks. 

The grand jury was discharged 
by United States District Judge 
George H. Moore.

SELFRIDGE FIELD, Mich., 
Sept. 18 (AP).—Master Sgt. Myron 
F. Collins told a general court mar- 
tial hearing charges against Lt.

In a statement yesterday, the 
Wilhelmstrasse military spokes- 
man admitted that Germany i@ 
“renounce” certain sec- 
tors. of economic importance along 
the Russian front and would not 


;\strive to keep them for reasons of 


prestige. This will result in saving 
men and material by shortening 
and reinforcing the Eastern front, 
he added with an optimistic touch. 
Commenting on .this decision, 
which the Nazis naturally present 
as having been made of their own 
free will, Berlin correspondents of 
Swiss. newspapers today explain 
that two war winters, combined 
with lack of knowledge of the 
amount of Russian reserves, are 
the real reasons for this move. 
Berlin jis trying to make the 
best of the situation by stressing 
the tremendous losses which the 
Red Army suffered in its advances. 
The Nazis believe their new plan, 
coupled with their efficient 
scorched earth policy, will now 
confront the Soviets with grave 
problems of transport, food, war 
materials and technical reconstruc- 
tion of bridges, railroads and other 
things. 

How far the Germans “plan” to 
retreat is not clearly indicated, of 
course, in the Berlin dispatches 
but allusions are made to possible 
abandonment of the Ukraine—a 
move which would place the Nazi 
lines far west of the Dnieper River. 
The Germans have already taken 
the precaution of transporting this 
year’s crop from the Ukraine de- 
spite their overburdened railways.

NEW DELHI, Sept. 18 (AP).— 
Disclosure that Chinese _ troops 
trained by American officers in 
India have raided Japanese po-

Regiment after regiment of Gen- 
eralissimo Chiang Kai-shek’s troops 
were transported from China, 
stripped of every ounce of equip- 
ment so that a greater number 
could be brought over in a hurry. 
Once in India, they joined troops 
evacuated from Burma 18 months 
ago and together they have been 
given intensive training. 

I visited the training center in 
Eastern India and saw them being 
given the works, from how to 
crawl on their stomachs over open 
ground to how to operate thé 
most modern American artillery 
and radio apparatus, 

It was a ticklish job in the 
beginning for the Americans to 


convince the Chinese officers that |. 


they still had something to learn 
after four years of actual war- 
fare. 

One of the hardest problems of 
communications was encountered 
because the Chinese language can- 
not be telegraphed by any ordinary 
code or phonetically. 

Lacking the time to teach 100 
Chinese operators to speak English, 
the Americans devised a system 
of teaching them to recognize the 
English alphabet in the Morse 
system. They also taught them 
to receive messages one English 
letter at a time by the same sys- 
tem. 

The number of Chinese trained 
may not be disclosed for military 
reasons, but it will be large

RAPES are one of the most 
(;, rrentitar fruits in this year’s 

crop so you will be wise to use 
them in lots of ways. As with all 
fruit, they’re best when eaten fresh 
—but they’re also good when that 
freshness ig preserved in unsweet- 
ened juice for winter use. So we 
hope you’re canning lots of juice 
this fall while the grapes are avail- 
able. You can make delicious 
grape chiffon pie with your bottled 
juice—but today we have a pie 
that’s strictly seasonal. It’s made 
from fresh grapes with the pulp 
included—a fragrant, luscious dish 
destined to become a family fa- 


vorite. 
GRAPE PIE. 


Two pounds Concord grapes, 
three-fourths cup sugar; one-fourth 
cup flour; one-eighth teaspoon salt, 
one tablespoon lemon juice, plain 
pastry. 

Wash grapes thoroughly before 


stemming, (there should be 4 cups 


stemmed grapes); press the clear 
pulp from the skins, saving the 
skins in a bowl and letting the 
pulp and juice drop into a sauce- 
pan. Cook the pulp over low heat 
for five minutes; then turn into a 
strainer and press the pulp through 
into the bowl containing the skins; 
discard the seeds. Mix sugar, flour 
and salt, and add to grapes. Stir 
in the lemon juice. Pour this mix- 
ture into an eight-inch pie plate 
lined with one-eighth inch thick 
pastry. Moisten rim with cold water, 
cover pie with a gashed upper crust 
rolled slightly thinner than the 
lower one; trim and crimp the 
edges. Bake in a hot oven (450 
degrees F.) for fifteen minutes; 
reduce heat to 350 degrees F. and 
bake 30 minutes longer until the 
crust is nicely browned.

mately connected with Australian 
history, so it should never be 
forbotten.

ship must be the restrictions on 
the use of gas, The average per- 
son gets four gallons per month, 
and, in view of the scattered 
population, that must mean a real 
hardship in many cases. There are 
also restrictions on household 
service, no one may employ more 
than one person in the capacity 
of a house worker.

Army Medics 
Cutting War 


Losses Down

LETTER from a young pro- 
A tege of mine tells something of 

life in the army. He is a 
medical officer in a large camp 
and he says the motto of the 
Medical Corps is, “Do the impos- 
sible routinely.” He supposes 
things will go along the way they 
are going and then get worse. It 
is always the privilege of the 
soldier to grouse, 

This doctor who was showing 

promise of becoming one of the 
best endocrinologists in the coun- 
try says that most of his work 
consists in reclassifying misfits 
who should never have been al- 
lowed in the army in the first 
place—a statement which confirms 
my remarks of yesterday about 
the number of nervous and men- 
tal breakdowns induced by army 
life, , 
The Medical Corps seems to be 
doing magnificent work in this 
war, greatly improving the rec- 
ord of the last conflict. We have 
just received some of the reports 
on the Tunisian campaign. 


x * * 
MOST OF the good results are 
ascribed to transportation of the 
wounded by air. In France in 


1914-1918 the wounded were often|n 


treated in dressing stations and 
evacuation hospitals for days be- 
fore transportation to.a base was 
made in a jolting ambulance over 
rough and congested roads, The 
result was the casualty often 
reached the base in shock and the 
mortality rate was corresponding- 
ly high. In a British hospital in 
France in 1917 there were 1300 
severely wounded of whom 113 
died. In Tunisia this year a sim- 
ilar hospital had 1500 severely 
wounded of whom 5 died, 

The transportation was accom- 
plished by the use of planes car- 
rying 18 stretcher cases, accom- 
panied by doctor and nurses, In 
April 7000 were thus transported 
to base hospitals, The planes are 
also used to carry medical sup- 
plies promptly up to the front line,

A R KABLE achievement 
was to fly the whole of a small 
general hospital to American 
troops isolated in enemy country. 

A surgeon with parachute 
troops broke his leg above the 
knee in landing. He concealed the 
injury for three weeks during 
which he performed a number of 
major operations, giving himself 
local anesthetics in between. That, 
ladiés and gentlemen, is intestinal 
fortitude, 

There has been no lockjaw and 
little of the gas gangrene so prev- 
alent in the last war and sepsis 
has been kept down to a minimum 
by the use of the sulfa drugs. 

When the full statistics are 
published it is calculated that they 
will astonish the world.

The king was played, de- 
clarer discarding a spade, and now, 
probably with the cursory thought 
that nothing could defeat the con- 
tract except an adverse ruff, de- 
clarer rushed to draw trumps, 
leading low to the king, cashing 
the queen, then leading to the 
trump ace. Since the club situa- 
tion had been revealed. East could 
safely let go two clubs on the 
trumps he was unable to follow. 
Now, when the singleton diamond 
was led from dummy, East, who 
had, of course, long expected that 
play, put in the deuce without the 
slightest hesitation. He realized 
that this ducking play might cost 
him his ace but, with only one 
trump left in dummy, this was. ex- 
tremely unlikely. East knew that 
South, to justify his bidding, must 
have a strong diamond suit, and it 
was fairly obvious that if the ace 
was put up on the first lead, de- 
clarer’s suit would either be estab- 
lished by that play or near to estab- 
lishment by means of a subsequent 
ruff. 

It will be observed that if East 
had played the diamond ace it 
would have been impossible for de- 
clarer to lose the contract.

Training 
Delights 
Children

HERE is a right time for every 
T thing. Done at the right time 

the work will be rewarded with 
the very best result, and much 
time saved. This is peculiarly 
true about the training and edu- 
cation of children. If, by some 
fortunate combination of knowk 
edge, understanding and magic, 
one could know the exact time to 
present an idea or a task or an 
experience of any sort to the child 
one was rearing, it would be per- 
fect. But there is not the slight- 
est evidence of such an opportunity 
im this life. We must continue to 
grope along the best we can, teach- 
ing in season and out in faith, 
believing. 


x * 

THERE IS a time fh the lives of 
young children when obedience to 
direct, sharply delivered orders is 
delightful. Youngsters delight in 
being trained as animals are train- 
ed for performances, Teachers of 
children in the first grades know 
that this is so and they utilize this 
trait in training children to work 
and to act together, the power of 
the group supporting and driving 
them all forward. They use it too, 
for the protection and safety of 
the group. We train younger chil- 
dren to obey sharp quick com- 
mands so that they will follow 
rapidly and surely the orders given 
them in safety drills. 

These little children enjoy a five- 
minute drill in obedience. They 
love to jump up at the command, 
class—stand. Class means pre 
pare. Stand means jump to one’s 
feet and stand at attention. A 
short drill like this, with windows 
wide open, inspire the class, uni- 
fies them, and brings them close 
to their leader. The drill must be 
brief, no more than five minutes, 
and it must be done gayly, noth- 
ing grim about it. 


GREAT CARE. — be taken 
always to see that little children 
are not fatigued by long periods of 
commands and obedience, Nothing 
tires a little child or an older one 
for that matter—so much as long 
periods of military drill. Once a 
day is enough for the little ones, 
and the drill should be immedi- 
ately followed by a period of freer 
exercise when the children rely on 
their own strength and intelligence 
for direction more than on their 
teachers’, 

Order must be the first law in 
a classroom, An activity program 
does not of necessity imply noise, 
confusion and disorder. Activity 
programs call for work, and good 
work is not accomplished in con- 
fusion and disorder. Neither ts it 
accomplished in the rigidity and 
silence of the -disciplinarian. Si- 
lence has its place in the school- 
room, so has sound. Stillness has 
its time and place, and so has ac- 
tion, Movement and ordered ac- 
tivity has its time and place there, 
but confusion, disorder, aimless 


chatter, never, nowhere, any time, 


in school,

ALWAYS the teacher ts the re 
sponsible leader and his word car- 
ries authority and requires obedi- 
ence, and always, too, the teacher 
must know the time and the place 


‘for authority and obedience, the 
‘time and place for pupll self-direc- 
‘tion. 


In that little corner of the 
schoolday is set all there is of the 
teaching art.
